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WHAT'S INSIDE AN APPLE?

Structure of Fruit ls More Complan
Than is Generally Supposed.

The inside of an apple Is to most
people merely a deliclous whitish pulp
und a few brown seeds In a more or
less edible core wrapped up Ib n pret-
tily colored skin. The real structure
of the apple Is by no means so simple
A sclentific examination shows It to be
far more complex. The accompanylng
photograph shows a cross section of a
Baldwin apple. It has been treated
first with alcohol and then with cednr
oll to mnke the structure of the differ
ent parts show up better in the photo
graph,

The outer part, marked A, which I=
the part generally considered the fruit,
the part that Is enten, s really corre
sponding to the outer wood of u tree ur
the stem of a plant, while the renl fruit
Is the part marked D, known sclentif-
enlly as the enrpel, the dark triangular
murks in the middie of the photogruph

The dark spots, marked B, are the
mwaln arteries, of which there are ten,
that carry the food through the net-
work of velns seen in the outer section.
This system of arteries and velns Is
entirely wseparate from that which
foeds the fruilt in the middle. The five
sections marked C might be likened to
five plums set down close together
with a stem grown up around them
(the fleshy purt of the apple.) These
the borticultural sclentist now calls
“drupes.”

DON'T BURN ROUGHAGE.

Expensive and Wasteful Practics With
Cornotalka, Straw, Chaff, Ete.

A contributor to Farm and Fireside
writes:

“A tendency exists among many
farmers to burn up all cornstalks, looss
straw, clover chaff and superfluous
roughage about the place. But It Is
too expensive.

“Every time an acre of stalka s
burned twenty-oue pounds of nitrogen
go Into the alr, nnd it will cost you
$3.50 to buy it back agnin. Wheat or
ont straw from an acre contalns about
twelve to fourteen pounds of nitrogen
and clover chaff three times this
amount.

"One can easlly figure from these
deductions what a reckless loss to the
farm is a fire In the chaff plle or stalk
feld. The cutaway and disk harrows
will chop these bulky materials up
ready for the plow where they can be
turned under. If you want to fatten
the old farm, stufl it with orgnnlc mat-
